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GETTING IDEAS ACROSS 

WE heard it said the other day in a friendly discussion that 
education consists in learning to express your thoughts. 
Just how true this st.itc.ment is, and how, if it is l.iken in a 
broad way, it includes everything that we aspire to in life, is 
; rhanifest with closer consideration. 

Getting our ideas across is something that we all try to do 
at one time or another. We may be writing a difficult letter, at- 
tempting to persuade the dean to let us carry three conditions, 
or even — making an- effort to write an editorial. And the ability 
to express our thoughts is something that we have to learu if 
we are ever going to be able our mark in the world. 

Just how much depends on this ability we see when we 
listen to two people debating a question. Each party may know 
perfectly well whai he wishes to say, but to make the other 
understand it is an apparently hopeless matter. There may thus 
be really no point of dispute at all. Any form of mental training 
which will remedy such a situation will be well worth while. 

It is at this point that the college or the university should 
step in. A college education, the bringing out of the capabilities 
'■ of the indi\âdual, includes the development of personal modes of 
expression, not only by means of the medium of language, but 
also in terms of action. But as, with the growth of civilization, 
language has come to usurp much of what in days long ago could 
be rendered only by deeds, verbal expression has become more 
and more important, and is now the usual means by which ideas 
are transmitted. It is for education to perfect the expression of 
- these thoughts. • • :- - 

We wonder how many misunderstandings have arisen in 
the past, how many golden opportunities have been lost, perhaps 

how many lives have been sacrificed, just because people couldn't j for llié stuilcnt body.- .a tradition had grown up, not only hero, but In every 

lell others what they had in the back of their minds. Their num- 
ber must be countless. And how to prevent these happenings, 
how to check this mental inefficiency? Our only recourse is to 
educate people to say what they mean so that the other fellow 
can understand them, to train them to think clearly and ac- 
curately and to have a precise and thorough knowledge of their 
language.

Tho docreaso Is aOTounled for by the fact that tlio cnlrnnco re- 
qulrcments have been ralsod to Senior Jlatrlciilatlon and Is alto due In no 
small desreo to the slight demand for er.aduate.i In ISnslnccrlni; during tho 
«lump which followed tho close ot tho War. This had a deterrent ottcct on 
entrance for several years, tho result ot which Is seen In tho unnllcr at- 
tendance now in tho Senior years. This conilltlon ot things will, liowov 
improve as time Koes on 

it is in the old Kaculty of Art?, however, that the srent Increase Is 
evident. In 1902 thoro were only ::|iO tUidcntts in attendance: today thero aro 
i;T0, including those in tho Department of Commerce, which Is iw yet part 
ot that Faculty. This great Increase Is due lu some mcnsuro to tho tact that 
tor admission to the professional Faculties. Law, Medicine, Dentistry and 
Applied Scientc, two preparatory years at lea.st In the case of tho first three 
and ono In the case ot the Inst mti.'t be taken In llio Facility of Arts except 
when the Senior Jlatrlculatlou Examination «r its cuulvalent, has been 
passed. 

There arc not a few who contend that there were then better students, 
that study \v.i« more seriously looked upon and that a higher type of grad- 
uates was the result. Tho records do not bear out this contention. It U true, 
1 think, that the students ot these days were a little more mature on enter- 
ing- and that consequently they wore better able to ovcrcoino tho dlftlculties 
which are invariably associated with tho first year In tha University, the 
antithesis ot the last year In tho High School In almost every respect. There 
does not however seem to be much dlftercnce between the calibro »f the 
students ot today and those ot twenty-eight years ago. 

In the matter of social, athletic and other outside activities thero has 
been, a very considerable change since 1002. It I remember rightly, there 
were then not more than a halt dozen major social events, chiefly dances, 
during tho session. Anything else in this way was ot a very mild tharacter. 
Just before the War and for three or tour year:! aJtsr, such a measro bill ot 
fare would have been scorned. It is pleasant to note, however, that llicro Is 
much greater moileratlon in this respect today than there was then and it 
would seem as it study Is, after all, again being iccognlzea as the chief 
business loi- the màtrlciilant.

Alexandria apd Cairo were the only two whicjf had prom- 
inence over Montreal in birth rate and infantile mortality. 
These two cities are v/hat are generally known as 'niitive' citicf, 
that is non-civilised. Excluding thcse then, Montreal leads the 
civilised woi-ld in bi;-th rate and infantile mortality, not a very 
great thing of which to be proud. We ^-efer pf course to tj^e latter 
cpmpari.wn. 

If v,'e take the .statement that the higher the infantile mor- 
tality the loy.ed the standard of civilisation then Montreal of tlio 
gj-eater cities in .spite of all her l>ig buildings, home cOJlveniences 
and such marks of material vroinrctn', h tlis city v/)ih the lowest 



other University In the world, that students wcro a sort ot privileged class 
who could create disorder, do damage and make themselves a jîcncral 
nuisance in the community without any dhscrcdlt being allaelicd tu tlicir 
actional. Today wiser coun.sei.i prevail and very rarely indeed is anything 
dono by any group of McGlll students which can bo, looked upon with dis- 
favour, citiicr by tho authorities or by tho general public. 

For the first four or five years ot my official asaoclalloii wUli tlio i;ni- 
vcisity Ihc di.-ordcr on Convoc-Jtion Day wu.s most deplorable and un.soonily. 
In those days tlio meetings were held In tho old Windsor Hall, wlilcli «wlng 
to Its shape and method of seating, rather lent Itsolf to unruly dcmonstra- 
lions. What the reason for this rathor dlsgracoful conduct was It Is not for 
mc to say, but as already stated some exhibition ot tho kind wa.s In lino 
witii tin; .ipirlt ot the tlnicH. During tho years in question, there woro several 
(."onvocal ions iiL-îlcad of one coniDieheiihlve ono as at present; Tho fir.st was 
always that of the l'".icully of Arts, and was consequently attended in largo 
numbers by students ot the otlicr J''a<niltles. The .Medical Convocation, hold 
In June, was always the last and was a funeral compared with that for Art.s, 
Now, however, that the session In Arts has lioen Ir'Htfihrnml, It Is possllile 
Ij have one ;,'cneral convocntioii about the end of May. a fmlnlKlil ufior e.\-
